Fine Structure Valued at 83000 a Com- 
plete Loses ta the Company—Water 
Mains €mpty and Firemen Coeid de 
Nothing —some Things Need Kemedy. 
Fire originating from no bedy 

knows what cause, destroyed the 

fine new wash house of the Canadian- 

American company used by the men 

of the main mine, yesterday morn- 

ing. 

The fire occurred between shifts 
and therefore no one was about 
when it started and when discovered 
the building was ail in flames. 
Alarms were sounded frantically by 
the whistles at the company’s works 
andthe yard engine, and the fire 
brigade turned out quickly but it 
was a long distance to haul the ap- 
paratas aud as no one would give the 
firemen a hand they were some time 
getting to the scene. When they 
did arrive they found there was no 
water as the intake of the water sys- 
tem had been clogged by the flood 
in Gold Creek and in consequence 
all that could be done was to stand 
and see the building burndown. .~ 

The building was one of the finest 
for the purpose in the whole district. 
It was built about two years ago and 
was a model for convenience and 
comfort. It had a cement floor, was 
provided with shower baths and 
steel eage lockers with accommoda- 
tions for 250 men, was heated by 
steam and provided with hot and: 
cold water, The destruction of the- 
building entails a loss of about $8000 
on the company and will work a big 
ineonvenienee on the men until it - 
ean be replaced. The cause of the 
five is @ great mystery as there was 
no fire in connectio with or. about 
the building. — 

The occurance of the fire brought 
to attention several things that need 
remedying. The first was that 
whereas the alarms called out many 
people, hardly a one aside from the 
members of the fire brigade could be 
induced to lenda hand to haul the 
fire apparatus. The streets were 
lined with people te whom tbe fire- 
men appealed for assistance to haul 
the reels, owing to ‘the distance be- 
ing so great, but they manifestid a 
shameful lack of iaterest or coumwon 
neighborliness by standing stolidly 
and watching the few patroits tug 
along with the reels. 

Another was the need of steps be- 
ing-taken immediately to provi e 
aggainst another occurrance of the 
water system being blocked. Had 
the fire occurred in the business part 
of town the citizens would have been 
utterly helpless and would have been 
obliged to stand by and see the 
whole town burn. 

Still another incident revealed a 
practice which shoutd receive atten- 


tion at the hands of the minersuuion ~ 


and the company, that of men taking 
detonating caps intothe wash house 
and leaving them in ‘their clothes 
While the fire was in progress there 
was the sound of a good sized battery 
in action from such caps exploding. 
The praetice is one which might 
easily at avy t'me Jead to serious in— 
jary or much damage being done. 
The wen who had their gine 
clothes in the wash house lost them 
all and the stores were kept busy.

Mr. Corbin completed a line from 
the station Gillivray, on the Crow’s 
Nest pass branch of the Canadian 
Pacific to Corbint 15 miI-s, This 
road isknown as the Eastern and 
British Columbia railway and the 
road down the Flathead .river to the 
Montana border will be an extension 
of that line. While Mr. Corbin’s plans 
in that regard have net been made 
public, itis expected connections will 
be made with a transcontinental line 
in Montana, doabtless the Milwaukee. 

Surveyors for the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and Puget Sound and Great Nor. 
thern railway companies haverecent- 
ly been in the southeast Kootenay 
district, They are planning to build 
branch lines to thecoal fields, There 
was alsoaramorthat the Milwau- 
kee company had acquired from Mry 
Corbin a franehise grantedjo him by 
the government of British Columbia 
to build his railroad through the dis- 
trict- The sale prico announced 
was $3,000,000. When asked econ- 
cerning the report, Mr. Corbin said: 

“The report is erroneons in two 


particulars: First, I have not sold my 
franchise, and second 1 bave not re- 
ceived an ‘offer of $8,000,000 for it. I 
might add'that I have not been ap- 
proached by the Milwaukee people 
in reference to a sale of it. I obtain- 

ed the franchise for the purpose of 
building the railroad through the 
district to the international boundary
